THE  STATE  OF  NEW  HAMPSHIRE. 

[  L.  8.  ]  

To  the  inhabitants  of  the  town  of  Hill,  in  the   county   of   Merrimack 
in  said  state,  qualified  to  vote  in  town  affairs: 
You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  the  Town  Hall,    in  said  Hill 
on  Tuesday,  the    12th  day  of   March  next,      at  nine  of  the   clock   in 
the  forenoon,  to  act  upon  the  following  subjects: 

1  To  choose  all  necessary  Town  Officers  for  the  ensuing  year. 

2  To  raise  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be  necessary  to   defray   town 

charges  for  ensuing  year  and  make  appropriations  of  the  same. 

3  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  authorize  its   selectmen   to   borrow 

money  in  anticipation  of  taxes. 

4  To  see  what  action  the  town  will  take  in  regard  to  any  real  estate 

acquired  by  the  town  through  Tax  Collector's  deeds  for  non- 
payment of  taxes. 

5  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  accept  state   aid   for   Class  II  roads 

and  raise  and  appropriate  |910.50  for  the  same;  or,  to  see  if 
the  town  will  vote  to  accept  state  aid  for  T.  R.  A.  roads  and 
raise  and  appropriate  1500.70  for  the  same. 

6  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and   appropriate   the   sum   of 

|I62.00  to  the  Lakes  Region  Association  of  New  Hampshire  for 
the  issuance  and  distribution  of  printed  matter,  newspaper  and 
magazine  advertising,  calling  attention  to  the  resources  and 
natural  advantages  of  the  town,  in  co-operation  with  other 
towns  in  the  Lakes  Region. 

7  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  petition  the   state   tax   commission 

to  have  an  audit  made  by  the  municipal  accounting  division 
and  to  make  an  appropriation  to  cover  the  expense  of  such  audit. 

8  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  board  of  selectmen  to 

sell  to  the  United  States  of  America  all  town  property  located 
within  the  flooded  area  of  the  Franklin  Falls  dam  upon  such 
terms  and  conditions  as  they  may  deem  expedient. 

9  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  board  of  selectmen  to 

acquire  in  the  name  of  the  town,  by  purchase  or  otherwise,  all 
land  within  the  limits  of  the  town  and  outside  the  flooded  area 
which  shall  be  required  for  public  uses  upon  such  terms  and 
conditions  as  they  may  deem  expedient  and  to  sell  any  such 
land  which  shall  prove  unnecessary  for  town  purposes  upon 
such  terms  and  conditions  as  they  may  deem  expedient. 


10  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  board  of  selectmen  to 

execute  in  the  name  of  the  town  all  contracts  and  deeds 
necessary  and  proper  to  carry  out  any  authority  which  shall  be 
vested  in  them  by  the  adoption  of  Articles  8  and  9. 

11  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate   the   sum   of 

$50,000  for  the  purpose  of  acquiring  land  for  public  uses  at  the 
new  village  site  and  for  the  purpose  of  relocating,  constructing 
and  developing  public  facilities  at  the  new  village  site. 

12  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  selectmen  to   borrow 

the  sum  indicated  in  Article  11  above  by  the  issue  of  bonds, 
said  borrowing  to  be  in  anticipation  of  the  monies  to  be 
received  by  the  town  from  the  United  States  of  America 
through  the  sale  of  town  properties  damaged. 

13  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  board  of  selectmen  to 

employ  on  behalf  of  the  town  a  manager,  architects,  engineers, 
surveyors  and  other  necessary  qualified  personnel  to  assist  in 
the  work  of  re-locating  and  developing  public  facilities  in  the 
new  village  site. 

14  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  board  of  selectmen  to 

enter  into  negotiations  with  the  government  of  the  United 
States  of  America  or  with  any  of  its  agencies  for  the  purpose 
of  securing  federal  assistance  in  the  construction  of  public 
works  at  the  new  village  site. 

15  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  board  of  selectmen  to 

have  prepared  by  architects,  engineers,  surveyors  and  other 
qualified  personnel  the  necessary  plans  for  public  facilities  at 
the  new  village  site  and,  after  public  hearing  to  ai^opt  said 
plans  and  specifications  for  public  facilities,  to  enter  into  and 
award  contracts  for  the  construction  of  said  facilities  in  accord- 
ance with  said  plans  and  specifications. 

16  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to   appoint   a   zoning   commission   to 

study  the  zoning  of  the  new  village  site  and  make  a  report  to 
the  town,  to  the  end  that  maximum  property  values  in  the 
new  village  shall  be  preserved. 

17  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote   to   adopt   chapter   95   of   the   Public 

Laws  and  amendments  thereto  relating  to  sewers. 

18  To  transact   any   other   business    that    may  legally    come    before 

said  meeting.

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School  District  Report. 

Superintendent's  Report. 

To  the  School  Board  and  Citizens  of  Hill:- 

The  school  conditions  in  Hill  have  been  very  similar  this 
past  year  to  those  of  the  year  before;  overcrowded  school 
rooms  and  too  many  grades  per  teacher  to  permit  of  essential 
individual  help. 

This  condition  is  not  uncommon  in  village  and  rural 
schools,  and  many  towns  are  finding  a  remedy  by  consolidation 
of  schools.  Hill  did  this  a  few  years  ago,  transporting  all 
children  to  the  Village  School.  The  number  of  pupils 
increased  and  the  next  step  was  to  transport  the  8th  grade  to 
Franklin.  What  is  the  next  step.-"  That  depends,  of  course, 
upon  the  new  village  of  Hill  and  what  that  is  to  be. 

In  planning  the  new  village  I  am  sure  the  schools  will 
receive  merited  consideration  proportionate  to  their  impor- 
tance. 

A  model  town  will  need  a  model  school.  If  the  new 
town  has  as  many  school  children  as  the  present  one,  it  is 
quite  evident  a  two  room  building  will  not  afford  satisfactory 
teaching  conditions.  It  seems,  at  this  writing,  that  we  can 
only  await  future  developments  in  making  any  definite  plans 
concerning  the  schools. 

The  schools  this  past  year  have  done  good  work.  The 
average  attendance  for  the  year  was  materially  reduced 
because  of  sickness  in  the  early  winter.  At  other  times  it  has 
been  satisfactory. 

The  record  of  children  going  from  Hill  to  the  Franklin 
High  School  has  been  an  outstanding  one.  Each  graduating 
class  has  had  high  honor  students  from  Hill.  Two  highest 
honor  pupils  have  been  from  Hill.  At  the  present  time  four 
Hill  pupils  are  among  the  highest  ranking  in  their  respective 
classes.  This  record  speaks  well  for  their  previous  prepara- 
tion. 

The  improved  heating  arrangements  have  made  the 
school  room  conditions  much  pleasanter    this    year    and    have 


43 

been  much  a]:)preciated  by  all  concerned. 

1  wish  to  commend  the  present  transportation  facilities 
that  Hill  is  affording  its  school  children.  They  are  very 
satisfactory. 

The  school  board  have  had  the  best  interests  of  the 
school  children  at  heart,  and,  so  far  as  means  would  permit, 
have  provided  for  those  interests.  I  think  we  appreciate  most 
sincerely  the  efficient  services  of  the  school  nurse.  Miss 
Moynihan.  She  is  a  most  conscientious  servant  and  unsparing 
of  her  time  whenever  and  wherever  she  is  needed. 

I  desire  to  express  my  appreciation  to  teachers,  school 
board  and  citizens  for  their  co-operation  and  interest  in 
having  good  schools  in  Hill.
